On Page 8, of the Dember QCWA NEWS, a picture showing our 
President, W6ATC and 4X4CW excited our interest. We asked 
if someone could translate for us...and we received a fine 
bunch of letters...let me quote one letter: SeNLE's) not 
'PNY'...Hebrew doesn't read that way! Hebrew is written fm 
right to left. The ' on the right is about the same as our 
"y", pronounced "ya"! or "yih". Hebrew has not vowels. 
The next character, the one that looks like a "y" in eng 
is spoken as "ts", The one looking like "n" is a sort of a 
gutteral "ch", and the lone looking like is a Hebrew K. 
Hence the first four characters are “yitsachk", which is in 
english "Issac!', The final (') is, I think, a kind of ab- 
breviation for the word "shali'--the "y" is commonly used 
that way, This is "my" or similar meaning. Hence, I would 
guess that this sign, which seems to have something above 
it, might be a radio store owned by some named Issac, as in 
"Issac's Radio'." 


This letter was written by William B. Katz, WOPPH. Other 
letters came from "Izzy", W4RD, who is Isadore Goldwasser, 
from down Georgia way...and Julian N Jablin,W9IWI, from up 
at Skokie! Reverend Gene Emmet Clarke, W6DQH also wrote & 
everyone gave me the same answer. 


HIGH VOLTAGE 


To those of us with our solid state power supplies that 
will give us 2000 volts of well-filtered § regulated at 
about 2 amps from a package not much larger than a shoe 
box, have no idea of what a poor soul had to do if he 
wanted a few hundred volts of DC in the 1920's. If he 
had plenty of money he bought a motor-generator combin- 
ation which only the rich could own. Those not so well 
off tried something else. 


‘The year was 1921 and yours truly had recently obtained 
the call 8CZW and, one of RCA's UV-202 5-watt tube. I 
had built a spark transmitter, using a one-inch coil... 
it would hit the city-limits, with luck. A try at the 
spark-tube transmitter, using the oat-box § bell-wire § 
the one-inch coil did about the same, no progress here! 
Now, the street-car running in front of the house had 
long since quit, but the track § trolley was still OK.. 
650 volts of good DC going to waste, now, here was an 
idea to work on! With the aid of a cigar box of glass 
push-pins, one Sunday AM I ran some #28 wire fromanold 
choke coil out to the trolley, fastened a small nut on 
it and gave it a pitch. The other end, was at the back 
end of the house upstairs where the junk was. I was 
trying to find out the polarity when I shorted it! The 
whole thing went up in a cloud of smoke....My dad want- 
ed to know if I was trying to burn the place down, very 
much agitated! I decided I would wait until he took 
his afternoon nap before stringing more wire. I found 
by means of the secondary of a Ford coil and a potatoe, 
that the trolley was negative (turned the potatoe green) 
using the secondary of a Ford coil as a dropping reac- 
tance along with a 2 mFd condenser about the size of a 
family bible. The transmitter was made from a circuit 
in QST so it was conductively coupled, and who was I a 
mere school boy to argue with QST. The counterpoise 

was about a foot above the clothes line so that was hot 
too. The other station said they couldn't copy a darn 
thing...they could hear every street-car in town when 
it started and stopped though! No juggling of what bit 
of filter made any difference. That was a shame too, 

as I could light a headlight bulb to full brilliancy.. 


Next morning I heard a scream from the backyard.....my 
sister in hanging up clothes had touched the counter- 
poise, she was on her back more scared than hurt. For 
the next week or so I was just tolerated. My brother 
and sist er were afraid to go anywhere near my room... 
something might reach out and grab them. I finally 
came to the conclusion that I could not lick that saw- 
mill modulation, and went back to the spark-tube rig...

2. Provide a picture, black/white, if possible. Pro- 
vide a short resume' of his activities. List his 
first date of licensing and call(s) and any other 
material which will bring a full story to assist 
the Board in making it's decision. 


Nominations for the 1980 award should be sent to Head- 
quarters no later than March 1, 1981. Selection of the 
QCWA MEMBER OF THE YEAR shall be from those officially nom- 
inated by a majority vote of those attending a regular QCWA 
Board meeting at which a quorum is present!

70 YEAR GOLDEN AWARD 


AT IT'S MID-YEAR BOARD MEETING, HELD IN DAYTON, OHIO, APRIL 25th- 
26th, 1980, THE QCWA BOARD TOOK ACTION TO ESTABLISH A NEW AWARD TO 
HONOR PIONEER MEMBERS. TO BE KNOWN AS THE "GOLDEN 70 AWARD", IT'LL 
BE A PRESTIGIOUS ADDITION TO AN AMATEUR'S SHACK. 


HISTORICALLY, PUBLIC LAW, No. 264, PASSED BY THE 62nd CONGRESS IN 
IT’S FIRST STEPS TO REGULATE RADIO COMMUNICATION, BECAME "LAW OF THE 
LAND" ON NOVEMBER 13, 1912. THERE IS A POSSIBILITY THAT THE FIRST 
AMATEUR LICENSE MIGHT HAVE BEEN ISSUED ON THAT DAY. 


PREVIOUS TO ISSUANCE OF LICENSES, THE UNITED STATES NAVY ISSUED A 
“CERTIFICATE OF PROFICIENCY." A FEW HUNDRED OF THESE WERE AWARDED 
BEGINNING IN 1910, THESE WERE NOT LICENSES AS SUCH, BUT HAVE BEEN 
SPECIFICALLY NAMED AS ACCEPTABLE PROOF OF AMATEUR OPERATION, HAVING 
BEEN THE ONLY OFFICIAL DOCUMENT AVAILABLE. 


COMPLETE RULES FOR ESTABLISHING ELIGIBILITY FOR THE "GOLDEN 70 A- 
WARD" WILL BE PREPARED AND PUBLISHED. AN OFFICIAL APPLICATION FORM 
WILL BE PREPARED AND MADE AVAILABLE FOR USE BY APPLICANTS. IN ALL 
CASES, THE APPLICANT MUST PROVIDE PROOF OF COMPLIANCE WITH QCWA RE- 
QUIREMENTS, AS PUBLISHED, FOR THE AWARD TO BE ISSUED. 


IN GENERAL, FOR THE PRESENT, ONE IS ELIGIBLE FOR THE 
IF: 


"GOLDEN 70" 
1. The applicant can provide a copy of a US Navy proficiency 
certificate dated 1910 or before. 


2. The applicant can provide a copy of a Newspaper Item with 
banner line and date attached, alluding to amateur opera- 
tion by the applicant, dated 1910 or before. 


BEGINNING ON JANUARY 1, 1982, ELIGIBILITY FOR THE "GOLDEN 70" CAN 
ESTABLISHED BY THE U. S. GOVERNMENT CALLBOOK FOR 1913. THIS CALL- 
BOOK LISTED ALL AMATEUR LICENSES ISSUED FROM NOV. 13, 1912 THROUGH 
JUNE 30, 1913. SINCE THE CALLS WERE ISSUED IN ORDER, AND HAD NEVER 
BEEN PREVIOUSLY ISSUED, WE HAVE TAKEN THE FIRST 23% AND ARBITRARILY 
ASSUMED THEM TO HAVE BEEN ISSUED IN 1912, FOR EACH CALL DISTRICT... 
THOSE CONSIDERED TO HAVE BEEN ISSUED IN 1912 ARE SHOWN BELOW. THEY 
ARE AUTOMATICALLY ELIGIBLE FOR THE "GOLDEN 70" ON JANUARY 1, 1982.. 
ALL CALLS IN THE 1913 CALLBOOK ARE ELIGIBLE ON JANAURY 1, 1983!

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THE TITANIC DISASTER - RECKLESS SEAMANSHIP? 
by D. deNeuf 1SPM 


Why, 68 years ago, was this luxurious multi-million dollar superliner running 
at a speed of over 22 knots through a field of icebergs about which Captain Ed- 
ward J. Smith had been specifically and adequately warned by wireless messages? 
Why did he gamble so recklessly, even though the Titanic design was beleivéd to 
make her absolutely unsinkable under any conditions? 


At 11:40 PM, April 14, 1912, the Titanic struck an iceberg which tore a 300 foot 
gash in her starboard hull. Over 1500 of her 2224 passengers lost their lives - 
she sank to the bottom of the Atlantic in a matter of only 2 hours in water over 
two miles deep. 


A Texas oil millionaire, Jack Grimm now hopes to find to find some of the 
answers through an extensive underwater search in the "Aluminate", a specially 
designed submarine. The "Aluminate" was used in the 1950's to retreive a hydro- 
gen bomb the U.S. Airforce accidentally dropped into the ocean off the Coast of 
Spain. Such projects are not entirely new to Mr. Grimm - he financed searches 
for the Loch Ness Monster, "Big Foot" and Sasquatch". He hopes to produce a mov- 
ie about the search with Orson Welles as the narrator, and to find the ship's 
logs. (But there is also the matter of a rumoured $200 million worth of Antwerp 
jewels still stashed away in the Purser*s Office!) 


The SS California was less than 20 miles away from the Titanic when she sank 
and she could have saved many of the Titanic's passeng ers. But, even though 
equipped with wireless, her single wireless operator had gone to bed for the night 
and her crew was completely ignorant of the disaster. 


"it's an ill wind -~" etc., - One plus came out of the tragedy....new maritime 
laws were enacted requiring all seagoing vessels to be equipped with wireless 
apparatus (very few were, in those days) and for large passenger liners to main- 
tain a continuous "wireless watch". Smaller vessels such as freighters carrying 
only one operator were eventually required to be equipped with the automatic SOS 
alarm receiving apparatus. 


Donald K. deNeuf, WAISPM is one of the most prolific researchers and writers in 
America today, His interest is wide-ranging, his desire to get facts into print 
while there is yet time to establish them, and to get confirmation from some who 
actually participated in the events which have formed the basis for the tradition 
of Radio Commmication. 


Don was born in Seattle, Washington, attended Columbia University, in NYC. His 
Amateur career began in 1920 with his call 6ACZ. In 1925 he went to seaas Radio 
Officer aboard the "Iurline" (WML), later serving aboard the "Matsonia", aboard 
the President Polk," and the "President Garfield." Coming ashore in 1928, with 
RCA Communications, in San Francisco. In 1930 he joined Press Wireless as Vice 
President - with time out in WW-II serving in the Navy, as a lieutenant. after 
the War he became Chief Engineer & General Manager of Northeast Radio Corp. In 
1957 he returned to Press Wireless and Executive VP, and was elected President 
in 1963, retaining that position until 1965. 


His Amateur activities include Election as Fellow, Radio Club of America in 1974 
and, he was recipient of the Houck Award, Antique Wireless Association, 1978, 
for his work in Historical Documentation...He is a Member of the OCWA Golden 50- 
Year Certificate Club, and has recently received the Golden 60-Year Award.

first radio station on the air.

forget the Derby Hat worn at all conventions? 
taking part’in roundtables via that mode of transmission. 


Noble R. O. Barney (WSISP), single handedly built the 
custom designed cabinet. Because of their own work 
schedule they were required to get up as early as 2:30 
to 3:00 A.M. many mornings and work until 6:30 A M. 
when they left for their respective jobs. We consider 
this real dedication and owe them a great deal of 
gratitude for spending weekends and many early 
mornings working to help make the station reality. 

The whole idea started over a year ago when 
Noble Douglas E. Stewart now deceased, 
and Noble Gayle Hamilton (NSAOF) first talked of 
setting up a station. Mrs. Carolyn Stewart. Noble 
Stewart's widow, was present at the dedication of the 
station on Tuesday, Dec. 11, 1979. She donated the 
first equipment in memory of her late husband before 
the project was barely under way. 

The above recognition is not meant to take away 
from the efforts of s Dwight Brown, Jr. WEE). 
Walter Slay (KABLV}, Ben Laurents (W5JAH), Vi 
Holobaugh (W5LMS) and Artdrew Lord (WS: 
Noble Laurents was the technical advisor while Mr. 
Bill Reeves had charge of the tower construction, 
placing of the antenna and leads from it. Noble Brown 
drew up the plans for the very elaborate cabinet 
which houses our radio ufit and he as well as Nobles 
Holobaugh and Lord all worked together to install the 
equipment along with those already mentioned. 
Nobles Holobaugh and Barney even drove at their 
expense to Houston, Tex. to pick up some of the new 
equipment so as to avoid the possibility of damage in 
shipment 

It can truly be said that this was a product of 
sincere desire to develop the hospital facilities 
toward the best interest of “our children”. The initial 
night's operation alone which took place on Tuesday. 
Dec. 11, brought us in communication with more than 
20 other nobles all around our country as well as 
Canada. We talked that night to the station located at 
the Philadelphia Shrine Hospital (W3FQT) as well as 
with other nobles who sent us best wishes from 
California to Florida- -from Chicago to Canada.

SOLAR POWERING A RECREATION VEHICLE 
by John R. Halliday* 


There are recreation vehicles that have a 12 volt DC system. The battery in 
the vehicle has to be charged frequently. The methods of charging are: motor~ 
generator or 110 VAC battery chargers. Both of these methods are unhandy & can 
be expensive for the recreation seeker. There is 3 way that Is less expensive 
except for the Initial Investment, and much handler. This is solar power! So- 
jar power Is free and versatile. Solar power can be harnassed and used In the 
wilderness for long periods of time. The circuitry Is simple to bulld and use. 


New solar panels cost about $175 to $225 each. Panels that are used or pro~ 
duction rejects are much lower cost if available from the manufacturer, Pur- 
chasing three new panels in the $200 range and other parts needed would amount 
to less than $800, With used or rejected panels this cost could be cut In half 
and, to further cut the cost, two solar panels might be used.

The: Is were $40 each. | find three of them Just right for the battery in 
use, a Sears truck battery, No. 4385, with 485 cold cranking ampere capacity... 
In the months It has been connected to the system, the electrolyte has n't gass- 
ed or bolled during the charging time. | have had another solar power system 
powering a ham station operating with | to 200 watts PEP. Operation during the 
past nine months has been perfect. So, this led me to use this similar system 
for @ recreation vehicle. | am planning on using a marine battery of larger 
capacity to see how It will operate over # long period of time. At this tine 
three test systems are in operation. One system is being tested ona Sth wheel 
TwIlIght Bungalow Trailer 30 feet long. Two systems are being used on a Jayco 
and a Puma tent raller with success. It has been found that even cloudy days 
give a charging rate, lower than bright days, but stil! a charge is being de- 
livered to the battery. 


On each recreation vehicle, the solar panels are placed on top of the vehic- 
le facing the sun. If the site Is shady, a long cord may be used to place the 
solar cells In the sunlight a short distance from the vehicle. The solar pan- 
els are placed inside the trailer when travelling vy rubber-covered lamp 
cord, No. 12 wire, 15’ long is sued from the panel section to the battery. 


During the sunmer months the voltage t*current will be constant. During the 
other seasons cloud density varies and so will the voltage & current char 
the battery, You will note, in the circuit (Fig. 1) that the 20 volt OC at 
fone ampere goes directly to the battery. There is no need for a regulator in 
this service...the battery does the Job. The diode in the circuit Is to pre- 
vent the solar panels from shorting out the battery during the night hours at 
which time the panels are not charging. The size of your battery will deter- 
mine how much electricity you will use during one period of time. If you run 
your battery down, the next day the sun will give you help free of charge, to 
Techarge the battery.
